GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Two stake races will be decided at Ingleside 
this week. The first, the Ocean View’ Stakes, 
one-half mile, for 2-year-oId fillies, will be pulled 
off Wednesday. It has thirty-one entries, and 
of those that have already raced. Humidity, 
Banewor, Magdalenes, Royal Fan, Buena Ven- 
tura, Vioris and Clarando have shown the best 
form. The second, the Crocker- Wool worth 
Stakes, two miles, for 3-year-olds and upward, 
worth $1,250 to the winner, will be run off Satur- 
day. Weights are five pounds below the scale 
with various allowances, and among the thirty- 
seven horses entered are, Vinci tor. Colonel 
Wheeler, Altamax, Traverser, Howard Mann, 
Senator Bland, Judge Denny, Wheel of Fortune, 
Rey del Tierra, Buckwa, Collins, Lincoln II and 
Schiller. Traverser’s weight in this race, if he 
is started will be 95 pounds and it looks like a 
good place to test his staying qualities.

Louis Celia, owner of Assignee, Whirlaway 
and other horses, said to a St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat reporter on his return from Little 
Rock a day or two ago: ‘The stables at the 
Clinton Park track are fast filling up, and 
stalls are already at a premium. The track is 
good and some excellent work has been accom- 
plished by trainers in preparing their charges. 
My horses are particularly well, and old As- 
signee is quite the horse he was when he took 
down the St. Louis Inaugural in ’96. The best 
work done by the two-year-olds at the track was 
a three-eighths in 0:37, made by Frank Leigh’s 
Katie Gibbons over a heavy track.” 



Wm. McGuigan, who is at Little Rock, says 
that it will take a good colt to beat Bannock- 
burn in the Tennessee Derby, and the son of 
Hayden Edwards— Bettie Blaise looks as though 
his owner and trainer is justified in making the 
remark; he looks fit and ready to race right 
now; he is a long-striding, graceful colt, who 
has wintered remarkably well and has de- 
veloped into a magnificent specimen of a race 
horse. McGuigan makes no bones of what he 
thinks of the colt, and says he will be the 
champion of western three-year-olds. The Ar- 
kansas turfman will race thirteen horses this 
season. Boanerges has broadened and let down 
and looks to be strong and rugged. The Wads 
worth— Glendalia colt will prove another sensa- 
tional performer for “Umbrella Bill,” who also 
^has a full sister to Ben Eder. 



The Stanfield and Honig stables are suspend- 
ed pending further investigation into the run- 
ning of the various horses in their charge. 
Stanfield has George Miller, Castake and 
others, none very reliable. Honig has a big 
stable, including Our Climate, Zamar II and Ed 
Gartland II, and Our Climate and Ed Gartland II 
have turned some of the most sensational form 
somersaults ever seen here, greatly scandalizing 
the club under whose auspices the races oc- 
curred. George Miller is a cripple, therefore 
his poor showing at times can be understood, 



but Climate and Gartland are not cripples, and 
therefore the need of an explanation to the 
officials and the public. — Breeder and Sports- 
man.

Jockey Willie Nutt will ride for the McLean 
estate this year and if all goes well with Galli- 
vant will probably be his rider in the Kentucky 
Derby. Jockey J. Matthews is exercising 
Hardy Durham’s 2-year-olds at Lexington and 
presumably will ride them in their future en- 
gagements. 

Willie Martin will not be seen again in the 
saddle in California this season. He rode his 
last race Thursday. Pat Dunne has written to 
Martin to join him at Memphis about April 1, 
Martin will leave ’Frisco about the middle of 
March. 

It would appear that Senator Bland, like 
Buck Massie, cannot run over the Ingleside 
; track. All his bad races have been run on that 
track. — San Francisco Chronicle.

SCHORirS HORSES AND PLANS. 



Mr. J. W. Schorr was in St. Louis last week 
and talked this way to a Republic reporter 
about his horses : 

“I bought W. \\\ Darden’s half interest in 
Algol last fall, and now own the horse out- 
right,” said Mr. Schorr yesterday. “He is one 
of the speediest horses in this country, and 
ought to give a good account of himself this 
season. St. Louisans will remember him as 
the crack two-year-old of 1896, when he beat 
Typhoon II, Ornament, Buckvidere, Moncreith 
and the rest of the crack youngsters of that 
season. He was off the greater part of last 
season, and never had a chance to show his real 
form as a three-year-old. Macy should make a 
good horse in jthe east, and Presbyterian is a 
three-year-old of exceptionally great promise. 
Sligo II is a sprinter of the first class. He and 
Presbyterian earned most of the $9,000 credited 
to my stable at New Orleans this winter. 

“Presbyterian or Lieber Karl will carry my 
colors in the Crescent City Derby this month. 
I won this stake last year with Meadowthorpe. 
Lieber Karl will probably represent my stable 
in the Tennessee, Kentucky and St. Louis 
derbies. I named this colt in honor of Otto F. 
Stifel’s little son. Mr. Stifel, you know, used to 
be my partner on the turf. Lieber Karl has 
spread out and developed into a massive big 
racing tool. He gets going quick and can run 
as far as you want him to. With Hamburg out 
of the way, he will be a hard horse to beat in 
the western Derbys. Presbyterian is not an 
impressive looking horse, but he certainly ds a 
first class performer, as his unsurpassed record 
as a 2-year-old demonstrated conclusively. In 
addition to this pair, 1 have another good 
3-year-old in Wilson, a stake winner at New 
Orleans this winter. Fred Broens and The 
Druggist, a brother to The Chemist, will also be 
heard from before the season has advanced 
very far. 

“I have eight horses in my stable, any one 
of which can run a mile in the neighborhood of 
1:40. They are Meadowthorpe, Macy, Algol, 
Timemaker, Presbyterian, Lieber Karl, Ber- 
clair and Sligo II. Meadowthorpe is being pre- 
pared for the St. Louis Inaugural. He’s the big 
Kantaka colt that I paid $4,000 for at Eugene 
Leigh’s sale in this city two years ago. Leigh 
sold Meadowthorpe and kept Arrezzo, thinking 
the latter would make the best horse. It turned 
out just the other way, Arrezzo proving to be a 
rank counterfeit. I won the St. Louis Inaugu- 
ral last spring with Macy and would like te 
attach it again this season. Tommy Burns will 
surely be here to ride Meadowthorpe the day 
'the Fair Grounds open. I like St. Louis and 
would much rather race here than over the Chi- 
cago tracks. George Walker will remain with 
the western division of my stable. 

“I have a big division of two-year-olds, con- 
sisting of fifteen bead. None of them have 
shown much yet. I don’t think there is a sen- 
sational youngster in the bunch, although 
nearly all of them ought to make good bread- 
winners. The highest priced one in the lot, a 
colt that cost $2,800, went lame a month ago, 
but it was only a temporary affliction and the 
youngster is now rounding to rapidly. Mont- 
gomery Park at Memphis is the finest training 
grounds on the western circuit. Nearly all the 
prominent turfmen of the west have wintered 
there. The Cahns of St. Lonis have a number 
of promising two-year-olds. Senator J. S. 
O’Brien also has a number of good youngsters. 
His bay colt by Leonatus— Lady of the Lake is 
especially promising. This colt is a full brother 
to Leo Lake. Ornament is looking well. The 
prospects for the Memphis meeting could not be 
any brighter.”
